“ Prisoners Are Still Coming In,” Says Official Rome State­ 
ment; River Is Choked With Enemy Dead and Debris 
of Equipment; Austrian Claim of ‘‘Voluntary’ Retire­ 
ment Branded As False; Losses of Retreat Are Greater 
Than During Assaults of Allied Trenches. 


ROME. June 25.— The Austrians’ rear guard left on the right bank of 
the Piave has surrendered. 
Eighteen officers and 1600 men were captured. 


LO N D O N , June 25.--Th e Italians have started a counter offensive in the 
mountains, it was learned from an authoritative source this afternoon. 
T h * 
Austrians are making a strong resistance but the Italians have gained. 


W A S H IN G T O N , June 25.— italian forces are preparing for a great drive 
against the Austrians in the Trentino and expect to repeat the disaster in­ 
flicted along the Piave, Rome declared today. 
General Diaz is cautiously pursuing the battered Austrians because the 
advance cf the Italians leaves their left flank open to an attack by the Austro- 
German reserves in the dominating hills of the upper Piave. 
It is learned that the Italian navy, using destroyers and marines, effec­ 
tively co-operated with the army in precipitating the Austrian retreat. 


RO M E. June 24. (N ig h t)— The Austrians have been swept across the 
Piave on the whole front from Montello to the sea, except for a three-mi'o 
; sector between Nusile and Capo Sile, where a covering force is still holding 
J out, it was semi officially announced tonight. 
The Italians have occupied enemy trenches on Mont Val Berlla and Mont 
Asclove and have captured Hill 1473. 
‘‘Prisoners arc still coming in,” the statement said. 


A M S T E R D A M . June 25.— Foreign M inister K uehlm arn declared in the 
Reichstag that Germany cannot bind herself to pledges regarding Belgium, 
according to advices received here today.

The followu p letter is from P. A. 
Robinson of East Washington avenue, 
Santa Ana: 
“July 19. 1918. 
‘‘En route from Boston to New York, 
via Eastern Steamship Line. 
“It is impossible 
to 
describe 
the 
many places of interest in and around 
Boston. 
People who have lived here 
all their lives have not seen half of 
the places of interest and can hardly 
direct one to them. 
“As we sailed out of the harbor we 
passed government boats 
so 
camou­ 
flaged that it was hard to tell whether 
a zebra or a butterfly was in the mak­ 
ing. 
Therez were government motor 
boats in the harbor lined up on either 
side of the channel. 
The harbor is 
mined and at night a net is drawn 
across the channel. 
Owing to mines, 
our boat is obliged to go out of its 
course several miles in making its trip. 
“Of the several islands in the harbor 
some are fortified. 
These were once 
considered a protection. 
But not so 
with the present guns on battleships. 
“Just before we entered the canal 
through Cape Cod, we saw Plymouth, 
which is about 
forty 
milch 
to 
the 
southeast of Boston. It is exposed to 
the north winds and the land along 
tile shore does not look to be very 
productive, 
it is a wonder to me that 
any of those Pilgrims survived 
“The canal cot through Cape Cod is 
about eight miles long. 
It was com­ 
pleted three years ago, and has short­ 
ened the distance between Boston and 
New York some seventy 
miles 
ana

Bristol street from Fifth to the south 
city limits near the race track.

contract was let by the city council 
which met in special session last night. 
A remarkable feature of the proceed­ 
ings was the razor-edge margin upon 
which Wells A Bressler secured the 
contract over their only competitor, 
the 
Orange 
County 
Engineering A 
Construction Company. 
The Engineering company’s bid was 
opened first, quoting a price of 14.5 
cents a square foot or a total of $14,- 
705.90. The Wells A Bressler bid was 
14.49 cents a square foot, or total of 
$14,695.76. 
Thus the contract was let 
on a margin of 1-1000 of a cent a foot 
or a total of just $10.14 on a job total­ 
ing nearly fifteen thousand dollars. 
The paving will be of the same char­ 
acter as the county good roads, with 
four-inch concrete base and wearing 
surface of oil and rock screenings. 
It 
will be 20 feet wide. 
The pavement 
will connect up with the county good 
road from Greenville, and is about 1% 
miles in length. 
This contract pro­ 
vides for only a 
ten-foot 
pavement 
over tho south half-mile of the strip, 
as the west half mile there is outside 
the city limits and will be paved under 
a county contract.

HELPING WITH THE HOME FIRES 


There is one branch of Red Cross work with 
which every soldier and all soldiers’ families should 
be made familiar. T hat is the Hom e Service division 
that bridges the distance between the folks back home 
and the fighting men. 
This work has its special 
representative with each army division in France, and 
will have at least one representative even in isolated 
camps, such as an aviation camp of only a thousand 
men. 
And what does the Home Service do? 
If keeps 
in touch with the men who do not hear prom ptly 
from home, who are worried about things that may 
be going wrong with the family. 
The Home Service 
will use the mails and cables to find out just how 
that family is getting along and will report as early 
as possible to the anxious soldier that the insurance 
has been paid, the sick baby has had excellent care 
and is growing well and strong, that the rent is 
paid, etc. 
The Home Service does more than this. 
It goes 
to the homes with com fort and material aid, if 
needed, with advice and encouragement that drives 
out the “blues.” As described in a recent issue of The 
Survey, the >logan of the Home Service in regard 
to soldiers families is; “ W rite cheerful letters; aud 
if you can't write cheerful letters, come to see us 
about it.” The Red Cross will act quickly and ener­ 
getically to remedy conditions so that letters of the 
right sort can go forw ard honestly and spontaneously. 
It is a glorious service, and one as useful in its 
way as the nursing of wounded soldiers. 
It is a big 
help in the preservation of army morale. 
It is not 
only helping to “keep the home fires burning,” but 
also to take to cantonments and fighting lines some 
of the warmth and glow of those home fires.

W e have more than 800,000 men in France. W e 
shall have more than 1.000,000 there by July 1. 
These estimates are from official sources, and if they 
err at all they err on the side of underestim ate rather 
than exaggeration. 
This i> a small part of the story. 
M arshal Gen­ 
eral Crowder announces that we shall have 3,000,000 
men under arms, here and overseas, by the first of 
July. 
They will include 1,000,000 volunteers and 
2,000,000 selective service men. 
By next January, according to similarly modest 
estimates, we shall have no le>s than 1.500,000 men 
in France. 
That minimum, be it noted, allows for 
the shipment of only 500.000 men in the lad six 
months of the year. 
\\ e have been shipping tro o p s1 
lately at the rate of 200,000 or more a month. 
P e r­ 
haps we can do better than the premised 1,500,000. 
By next January, too, it P now stated, we shall 
have a total of 4.000,000 under arms at home and 
abroad. 
By this time next year. it is fair to assume, 
at least three-fourths of that number will have com­ 
pleted their essential training. 
It so, we shall prob­ 
ably have, making due allowance for wastage, an 
army of somewhere near 3,000,000 in France next 
June. 
Maybe the arm y will he larger than that. 
The 
present shipping outlook and the smooth working of 
our soldier-factory give good grounds fur optimism. 
W ho, in the light of recent trium phs, can set a limit 
to the next twelve m onths’ achievements? 
W e reckon our arm y already in term s of mil­ 
lions. There Will be more and more of those millions 
until western E urope swarm s with Yankees in khaki. 
They will sweep over Germany as the locusts swept 
over Egypt. 


COAL PRODUCTION 


A casual observer and consumer can’t help won­ 
dering now and then w hether the coal administration 
isn t putting too much emphasis on consumption and 
too little on production. 
It ha> been announced 
that there is sure to be a deficit, because of utter 
inability of the coal industry to satisfy the vast fuel 
needs of a nation that is burning coal far faster than 
ever before. 
The public has been called on to econ­ 
omize to the utm ost, lest coal be lacking next winter 
for the bare necessities of warmth and work. 
Phis is a valuable and im portant phase of admin­ 
istrative effort. 
Economy is imperative. 
And vet, 
after all, economy is a negative thing. 
The main 
factor is. and must remain, production. 
Is it reallv 
possible that the coal industry is doing all it can: 
T hat all the possible mines are l>eing worked now, 
while conditions are favorable? That all the possible 
m iners are k in g employed? That use is being made 
of all available m ining machinery? 
If so, is it not possible to increase our coal-min 
ing resources by special economic effort, directed by 
the governm ent and backed with public funds? 
Is 
it not possible, as a last resort, to draft men for the 
mines ? 
Coal is as fundamental as food. 
W e are solv­ 
ing the food problem by production and economy 
both, but with the emphasis on the production. 
Can 
we not apply this system to fuel as well as grain? 


SOLDIERS’ MORALS 


W e know that the “morale” of the American 
troops in France is all right. 
The battle reports tes­ 
tify to that. 
But how about their m orals? Are they 
succumbing to the supposedly insidious wiles of for­ 
eign lands, where the spirit of adventure tempts them, 
anti home restraints are lacking? 
£ca*4Mrmg testimony on this point has been 
given many tunes. 
N ow we have additional corrob­ 
oration from a commissioner sent abroad by the Anti­ 
saloon League. 
H is mission was to find the extent 
to which drinking and vice prevail in the seaport 
cities where our fighting men land, and in the camps 


the 
map, but if there were anyone in Germany to bid them 
look at the figures of American ship tonnage as disclosed 
by Edward N. Hurley, chairm an of the United States 
shipping board, they would realize who is winning this 
war. 


Mr. Hurley tells us that Albert Ballin, the great 
German shipping master, creator of Germany’s m erchant 
marine, whose flag was on every sea before the war, is 
a broken man. 
He was opposed to the war, for he saw 
that nothing the war lords promised could possibly com­ 
pensate Germany for the loss of her overseas trade, which 
was inevitable. 
Germany as a m anufacturing nation 
must have raw materials. 
The flow of them W'ould stop 
with the destruction of her seaborne commerce. 
Ballin’s 
protests were unavailing. He was overruled, fell into dis­ 
favor, retired from the councils of the kaiser and is now 
said to be a wreck in health as in fortune. 


W hat Ballin predicted has come to pass. In the year 
before the war, Mr. Hurley tells us, Germany’s three 
ports of Hamburg, Bremen and Bremerhaven entered 
and cleared more than sixteen and one-half million tons 
of shipping, counting overseas commerce alone. 
This 
commerce represented a money value of one and one-half 
billion dollars, while the total exports from all American 
ports in the same year represented only two and one- 
half billion dollars, and ninety per cent of this American 
commerce was carried in foreign ships. 


Today Germany doesn’t float a merchant ship on any 
sea. 
Her ports are closed, her industries, except for 
war, at a standstill, and every overseas country which 
formerly took her exports and from which she received 
her raw m aterials either is at war with her or has 
severed all relations. 
America, w’hich had no m erchant 
marine when Germany provoked her to war is now, Mr. 
Hurley tells us, on the way to becoming the world’s 
greatest maritime power. Before the year is out we will 
be putting a half million tons of new ships into the water 
every month. 
They are now building on fifty-one ship­ 
ways, which will soon be increased to 819, and when 
all are occupied to capacity, each way will be able to 
launch three ships a year. 
By 1020, Mr. Hurley predicts, 
the American flag will float over 25 million tons of 
shipping. 


W hat this great fleet will mean in the new relation- 
America will hold to the world must be apparent. It will 
be used, Mr. Hurley say .d “to serve humanity loyally and 
unselfishly." 
It will bind Central and South America 
to us by new ties. 
It will carry our products across 
the Pacific to Russia, China and Japan. 
It will bring 
Europe closer to us and cement the new bonds with 
France, England and Italy which the war has formed. On 
the nation possessing such a merchant fleet, which Mr. 
Hurley says will be the greatest ever assembled in the 
history of the world, will rest a great responsibility in 
tne exercise of the power it will bestow. 
It will have 
cost five billion dollars, furnished by the American peo­ 
ple, and will he owned by them and operated by their 
government. None can doubt that, as the shipping board 
chairman has pledged, the responsibility will be met 
by making our m erchant marine serve the world upon the 
same principles of liberty and justice which brought 
about the establishm ent of this free republic.

FREIGHT RATE HAISE 


PORTERVILLE? June 24.— Increase 
in freight rates, ordered by the rail­ 
road administration, will cost the or­

growers

than $8,000,000 declare officers of the 
Citrus Protective League, who are pre­ 
paring a formal statement for the fed­ 
eral officials showing that this in­ 
crease will place too large a burden 
upon the citrus men of the coast.

men can, and more, because if 
there had been an enemy sortie at 
that time, the hot drink man would 
have bien found without weapon to 
defend himself. 
For he saw the 
Y. M. C. A. hut secretary of that 
particular section of front 
line 
trench. 
The lieutenant who suggested 
that he take out the hot drinks told 
the story—just one of the incidents 
which have made the Red Triangle 
men 
welcome 
additions 
to 
the 
fringe of No Man's Land. This sec­ 
retary is a big-hearted man who 
■tuck to his dug-out there among 
the watching posts, to be of serv­ 
ice to the soldiers. 
Asked by the 
correspondent lf he wished to go to 
a less burdensome place for a few 
dave, be hesitated before replying 
that he did not care to have an­ 
other man sent who might not be as 
* strong as he and who could not 
' afford to bum his underwear every 
'time be changed. 


IN TH E S T E EL HUT 
This man held forth in a new type 
"Y“ hut* a semi-circle of steel 
twelve feet In diameter, locked to­ 
gether at the edges to make an in­ 
verted trough six feet high and 
eighteen feet long. 
It is buried in 
the hillside, except for a narrow 
door at the bottom of some steps. 
It was crowded with American boys 
of the front line forces when the 
correspondent 
looked 
in. 
Thf y 
were drinking chocolate, reading, 
writing letters to home or buying 
such small articles as the secretary 
had on. sale. 


The boys were eating big red ap­ 
ples. too, the gift of the Interna­ 
tional Apple Growers’ Association, 
distributed free through the Y. M. 
C. A. No one wuo has not been in 
the war zone can comprehend how 
thosPboys in olive drab appreciated 
those American apples, devoured 
near enough the enemy’s line to be 
tossed over to Fritz. 
The dug-out from which the sec­ 
retary ’ sallied forth carrying hot 
drinks to the delvers of No Man's 
Land was only one of several In­ 
spected on a tour of the front line 
trenches made by three Investigat­ 
ors who went to see for themselves 
how the boys from home were shap­ 
ing up after months under fire. The 
findings were inspiring. 
W earing steel helmets and gas 
masks, the investigators left a head­ 
quarters village In the morning, pro­ 
ceeding five miles in a Red Cross 
ambulance over a road kept In good 
repair by men who worked by star­ 
light. 
Shells whined far overhead, 
although sometimes the range was 
shortened to make them explode in 
the section traversed by the trio. 
A brush-screened shed served as a 
garage for the ambulance at the 
beginning of the road which was 
considered unsafe for travel by ve­ 
hicles in the daytime. The investi­ 
gators proceeded on foot over a 
path torn by shells and through a 
forest where trees of man’s Improvi­ 
sation cunningly filled gaps left by- 
nature. 
Further on the path entered a 
wide ditch, deep enough to conceal 
standing men. Where the soil was 
loose the sides w-ere retained by 
brush woven between stakes. 
In 
wet places there w-erc walks of 
wood, but these do not always keep 
one’s feet above the trench mud. 
inexhaustible, insidious and able 
to manufacture itself at the least 
suggestion of moisture. 
The supporting trench led Into an 
advanced 
trench 
where 
soldiers 
were at their posts. 
The day was 
quiet, they said, and only at ob­ 
servation posts were sentinels sta­ 
tioned. 
Groups of men were at 
close intervals, ready with machine 
gun, rifle and bayonet. 
Piles of 
hand grenades and heavy boxes of 
ammunition guaranteed the Hun a 
hot reception. 
Sitting upon the trench step w-as 
a 
poilu, 
sketching. 
An 
artist? 
Certainly; all the French are such 
Instinctively, for yonder were oth­ 
ers drawing. 
A flapping tent cloth 
before the entrance of a dugout 
bore a landscape, others recalled 
an actress o(^ the Paris comedy o£

boldly caricature the Kaiser and his 
pillaging Boche. 


A T A FRENCH Y. M. C. A. H U T 
The trench led down hill, across 
a valley and into the ruins of a 
once thriving little city, now a mass 
of debris where no building had a 
roof or unbroken wall. But life was 
found in the Foyer du Soldat, the 
French Y. M. C. A. 
Tho room had 
four sides and its roof, once de­ 
stroyed, had been replaced with a 
temporary covering heaped with 
stones to protect it from bursting 
shrapnel. It was a sm all room, ten 
by twelve feet. 
There two poilus m ake chocolate, 
provide writing m aterial and sell at 
less than cost little things needed 
by 
the 
soldier. 
Through 
the 
trenches the poilu comes day or 
night to this haven of warmth, re­ 
freshment, fellowmen and a lighted 
candle. 
Ile wears a hat of steel, 
carries a gun, while to his shoulders 
are .strapped the gas mask and the 


beloved bidon. His canteen la the 
last thing he would part with. 
It 
Is his wine cellar, perennial com­ 
fort to the poilu, hut when he can 
get no wine, he fills it with choco­ 
late a t the* Foyer. 
Six poilus entered this Foyer 
while it was being observed. Each 
had a cup of chocolate, four took 
writing material, all asked for to­ 
bacco, of which there was none, 
spoke some cheerful words and 
filed into the trenches again. 
The trench left the ruins, crossed 
a narrow valley and went up a 
slope, where it entered a supporting 
trench where there were soldiers 
behind 
barb-wire 
entanglements. 
They were French, and midway In 
their line was a Foyer hut located 
in a dug-out. It was here that tho 
American correspondent received a 
real thrill, for among the colors de­ 
pending from the ceiling—the tri­ 
color. the Union Jack, the Italian 
flag and others—gently waved the 
Stars and Stripe*. It was a beauti­ 


ful room because an undreamed-of 
spirit dwelt there, because our flag 
was there. 


EAGER YOUNG AMERICANS 
From a point near this last Foyer 
a communicating trench led to the 
front line where look-outs guarded 
their posts every moment. 
Dug­ 
outs filled with men were conven­ 
ient to the trench. When the'sector 
w-as quiet the soldiers worked dur­ 
ing the night strengthening and ex­ 
tending their positions, and in the 
day they slept or tried to Invent 
some recreation. 
And here, right 
in the red mouth of danger, the in­ 
vestigators found the boys from the 
United Stales. 
They thought that 
No Man’s Land was something of 
a bore and were eager to make it 
undisputed 
French 
land. 
They 
waited because they must, but they 
were young to the game and con­ 
fessed it. 
Alert and businesslike, the Amer­ 
ican J)oys duplicated the scenes of 


the French trenches. 
They were 
ready for trouble. Their eyes were 
bright and clear, their skin fresh, 
and they were in form. Each wore 
a khaki colored steel hat of peculiar 
shape, held on by a strap under the 
chin. Each man in olive drab uni­ 
form had a dagger and a pistol 
fastened to his waist. 
There ap­ 
peared to be an unusual attraction 
at one dug-out entrance down a 
narrow flight of stairs cut in the 
earth. 
More soldiers were crowd­ 
ing down into it. A closer inspec­ 
tion revealed the cause—on the en­ 
trance was the sign of the Red 
Triangle. 
It was the first Y. M. 
C A. hut inspected in the front line. 
There were twenty or twenty- 
five men in the room, a fifteen by 
thirty feet room underground, the 
ceiling of steel supported here and 
there. Over all was the slope of a 
great hill. 
The room had a tiny, 
tortuous window, while candles fur­ 
nished the lig h t In the corner was 
a stone stovo, on which steamed a
